Course DESCRIPTION 

Disorders and diseases of the ears, nose, throat and adjacent 
structures afflict most persons at some time in their lives. 
Recognition of which symptoms herald as ENT emergency is 
Critical to early intervention insuring the most favorable resolu- 
tion of the disorder. Nurses play two important roles in 
appropriate and timely intervention. The nurse may be called 
upon to initiate emergency intervention until definitive care can 
be instituted. The second role, that of health educator and 
advisor assumed both in the formal work setting and informally 
with friends and relatives, enables the nurse to convey pertinent 
information to persons experiencing ENT and airway disorders. 


Additional emphasis will be given to the critical role of hearing 
and the rehabilitation of the hearing impaired.
